a decent wage," J. C. Watson, su-1 
perintendent of Navarro County ] 
Public Schools, said recently In 
Mtmmlng up the local viewpoint 
regarding the state and 
national 
moves toward Increasing teachers' | 
pay."Thpre wero only four beginning 
:eachers applying for positions in 
Navarro County schools at the be- 
ginning of this school year. 
In 


order for schools to operate, emer- 
gency certificates were Issued in 
some cases to teachers who would 
not have qualified otherwise, and 
other teachern were coaxed out of 
retirement to teach when they wero 
not particularly anxious to do so." 
Serious Situation. 
Those not directly associated or 


connected with teaching have a 
tendency to overlook the serious- 
ness of the present situation, think- 
ing that low teacher salaries affect 
the teachers only. But the effect 
goes deeper 
than 
that, Watson 
pointed out. Teachers' salaries are 
to low that the profession does 
not attract students who are look- 
ing for a career. 
More teachers 
6l'e leaving the teaching profes- 
sion for something that pays bet- 
ter, in order to live. 
These two 
facts directly affect the education 
of children.Low Salaries. 
) To bring the low rate of teacher 
i>ay into sharper focus, consider 
the fact that there are 30 teachers 
in tho county who draw less than 
$100 per month (figured on a 12- 
month bases) In "take-home." pay. 
These teachers draw the minimum 
salary authorized—$1215 per year 
minus the usual deductions of Tea- 
cher Retirement. 
A veteran teacher, with a degree 


and 10 years' experience, draws on- 
ly $1431, or $114 per month after 
deductions. 


"The public expects a teacher to 
maintain a standard of living com- 
parable to that of people In better 
paid professions. On their present 
salaries, teachers 
cannot 
attend 


summer schools, take new teaching 
courses, travel, or do any of 
the 
things which will better their work 
and make them 
more 
efficient 
teachers," Watson pointed out. 
"Take as nn 
example, a new 


teacher coming to Corslcana to 
teach. 
It will cost her at least 


$80 a month just to eat and sleep. 
That leaves her very llttlo for 
clothing nnd the other necessities 
of life," he said. 
State Must Aid. 


Local communities have 
done 


much toward helping educate their 
own children, and have kept ahead 
of state support consistently. The 
concensus in the Texas State Tea- 
chers Association is that any new 
aid must come from the State as 
p whole, according to Watson, 


Watson praised 
the 
work of 


teachers who are working at pres- 
ent under emergency certificates. 
He said that they were doing nn 
excellent Job, nnd that It was only 
throught their efforts that local 
schools were able to operate. The 
number of teachers available un- 
der this arrangmeent Is limited, 
however, and replacements must 
como from somewhere. 


Bill* Introduced. 


Fortunately, sentiment in Texas 


for increased salaries is already be- 
f Inning to taku shapa. A teacher's 
Emergency Bonus Bill has already 
boon presented In the State Legis- 
lature to relieve Equalization Aid 
teachers (those teaching in dis- 
tricts with a school population of 
1250 or less) for the remainder of 
this term. 
Another bill now being prepared 


lor recommendation will provide 
a $2,000 annual minimum salary 
for qualified teachers. 


Plight of Teachers. 


Tho following statements, sub-

Teacher's Association, summarize

Veterans who have let their Na- 
t'onal Service Life Insurance lapse 
or become Inactive were reminded 
Monday by Robert C. Reeder, Vet- 
erans Administration local contact 
representative, that they have only 
until Feb. 1 to reinstate policies 
without physical examinations. 
According to Reeder, reinstate- 


ment can be made in most cases 
by the veteran signing a statement 
that his health is as good today 
as It was when his insurance laps- 
ed. 


After Feb. 1, term policies laps- 


ed more than three months, will re- 
quire a physical examination. 


All or part of the policy may be 


renewed, and back payments 
do 
not have to oe paid on the term in- 
surance. 
Only two monthly pre- 


miums on the amount to be rein- 
stated must accompany the rein- 
statement applications, which can 
be obtained at Reedcr's off'ce, 206 
State National Bank building.
